URGE A SHELTER FOR 
RECTIVE CHILDREN 


Action Taken at Annual Mecting of 
Children’s At@€é—More Than 200 
Children Cared For At Edmonton 
Shelter During the Past Year, 


At the uapual meeting of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Yoctety of Hadmonton and 
Strathcona, held in the Y.M.C.A, last 
night, a resolation was passed urging 
upon the provincia! government the 
necessity’ of establishing somewhere 
in the province, a shelter for defective 
children. This motion was introduced 
by Col. Edwards as a result of inform- 
ation given to the meeting that there 


are three defective children in the 
Edmonton shelter and some seventy- 
three throughout the province. 

The reports cf officers showed the 
{society to be in a healthy condition. 
The report of the president, John 
Blue, showed that the number of chil- 
dren cared for in the shelter during 
the year amounted to 204, Over 700 
cases of delinquency were investigated 
by the superintendent. The cost cf 
running the institution was. $5,500, Of 
this amount $1,500 was paid by the 
government ‘and $150 collected from 
parents. The report «¥ the treasurer, 
8. J. McCoppen, showed that the su- 
ciety had finished the year on the

way.

,erection. It will be ready for occu- 
pancy in six weeks. A committee was 
appointed to gather statistics in refer- 
ence to the cause of neglect and de- 
linquency. The information, and sta- 
tistics gathered will be presented jn 
the form of a report at the meeting of 
the society. Dr. Folinsbee reported 
that during the year there had been 
only one death in the shelter, He 
had made in the neighbcrhood ot 
three hundred visits during that time 
and had performed three operations 
of a serious nature. The following 
officers ere elected: Hon, Pres., Lieut.

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The chief requisite of any plan of betterment is that it be 
founded on ¢oiimon serise. Ideals can never be realized except by 
practical méethdis. It is well to ‘hitch your wagon to a star,” but 
the wheelé must be kept on the ground. Jacob's laddet feached 

@aven but ested on the earth. The plan which’ has ‘the 
Ideal ar tor its purpose must be founded on present day condi- 
tions\and. proved by practical methods. = 
.» 4 The reason for the fatures of the many laudable epee 'to 
make the world better, has been that those whd undertook the 
task were not only visionary in their ideals; but’ wholly imprac- 
tical in their methods. And generally the beginning has béeri the 
un ng of something that was wholly impossible.” For ex- 
ief difficulty with which economic and social reform- 
ers of every age have wrestled, has been ownership. That disposed 
‘of all other social ‘and economic problems seemed easy of solution. 
Practically all the social propagatidists have built their theories 
upon the impossible foundation of common ownership. 
at reason the theories of all of them, from Ruskin to the least, 
have failed of realization because they lacked any adequate foun- 
dation in present day conditions. 

The doctrine of individual ownership is instinctive, and a dif- 
férent race of bei:igs than ours will have to inhabit this planet be- 
fore ever it. will be abandoned. In the famous Dartiiouth Col- 
lege case, Daniel Webster maintained that the grant of an English 

ing vested rights which neither the State of New Hampshire, 
nor for that matter the Government of the United States, had any 
just power to take away. ' 

The right of ownership is the natural result of the instinct of 
labor. For, if a man is not permitted to own, then what use will 
he make of the results of his toil? It can be asserted with perfect’ 
safety that any plan of social ani economic ideals must recognize 
the right of ownership, must inspire the right use of capital, and 
must be so adjusted that every man can find profitable employ- 
ment suited to his abilities and within his limitations. Such a plan 
must also be educational, for after all, every man is edticated, not 
in school, but by his work. And in his work, therefore, efficiency 
must be the law, and opportunity the incentive. 


In the practical attainment of Industrial Ideals, development 
must be adjusted to the objects to be attairied: And these are: 
First, national development, and second, the service of individual 
needs. For this reason Cement Factories and Lumber Mills ‘and 
Brick Yards and Railroad Building and the occupation:and culti- 
vation of the tand—all come before shoe factories afd tHose {ii- 
dutries that supply the immediate needs of the individual. But 
while all.of this industrial pioneering is going on, while we are yet 
on the frontier of the future, it is well to look beyond and fix the 
destination, for it is the destination that will finally determine 
the way. And the destination now under consideration is the 
Ideal City. ~ 

Since‘labor is the universal law, the Ideal City is one where 
the labor-conditions are ideal. And since all endeavor is service 
at the shrine of home, the Ideal City is the City of Idea] Homes. 


IDEAL LABOR CONDITIONS. 


Ideal Labor Conditions mean that profitable employment is 
offered to every man, according to his ability, within his limita- 
tions, and always with the incentive of Opportunity. This means 
first, the development of natural resources, for the intelligent de- 
velopment of natural resources is not only essential to national 
development, but it means Wealth-Production and Prosperity. 
And Prosperity is the only practical means to any progress. Ideal 
Labor Conditions also mean federated ownership, as not only the 
natural safeguard against individual greed, but as the wisest and 
most patriotic use of Capital. And Ideal Labor Conditions finally 
mean Efficieticy and Organization, as’the only means by which the 
individual can be put in the place of his largest usefulness and 
trained to the measure of his highest talue. 

Every factory that is scientifically organized for the develop- 
ment of some natural resource, is not only an Alladin’s lamp that 
transforms useless things into wealth, but by the same token it il- 
luminates every man within its influence, by training him in the 
laws of right doing, toward higher efficiency and greater value— 
and with the incentive of larger opportunity always before him: 
It is a branch of the great human university that confers the de- 
grees of Character, Dignity and the Life worth while. Its Insigna 
is “look up and behold—the Man.” And its curriculum is “SoW 
the act and reap the habit; sow the habit and reap character ; sow 
character and reap the Life Worth While.” ; 

One day the teachers and the preachers will learn that the 
way to make a man right in his life, is to teach him the charm and 
value of right in his work; and tKat the best way to inspire:dign 
ity and character and ideals in the individual, is to consecrate 
these virtues to service of labor; For there is'but one university 
through wich we all must pass and that is the School of Univer- 
sal Toil, Millions are in attendance theré.every day. Every fac- 
tory, every till, every store, every officeis a branch, however 
poor; of the world’s great School of Experience. The man who 
would preach, of the man who would teach, Jet him pass his doc- 
trines through the crucible of Labor. And ifthey come forth gold, 
he’has something for the world worthy while. For there, in the 
great busy anxious school of work is all the world to be found, 
and allready to.be tau As for us arid ours, let us make these 

, s¢hoalé what they should be. certo ‘ 

Wher once the community has learned through federated ow 
nership, what the ideal ¢éommunity may really’ accomplish, and 
how every man may help to bring it about; the way will be plainer 
for dealing with the far more delicate and difficult questions 
which have to do with physical, moral, sd¢ial, educational and 
ethical considerations. By reason of limited space these will be 
dealt with but brirfly here. ‘ ’ ree 


THE CITY OF. THE HOME SPIRIT. 

The whole problem of thé ideal city or community depends 
upon three fundamental ¢onditions—universal ‘prosperity, com- 
mon ideals, and community responsibility. Univérsal Prosperit 
depenids wholly upon scientific industrial development. When th 
is accomplished and waste eliminated, when our factories and 
mills are running toperly; the community will be ready to deal 
with the deeper and more important considerations of personal w

_ PARKS, PLAYGROUNDS AND STREE 

* Then comes the problem of parks, playgrounds, streets and 
boulevards. Parks and oe Saleen should be'so distributed 
that there will be a comfortable shady and attractive playground 
not more distant than five blocks from every home, where - 
ers and nurses may go with the little children. Small parks, offer- 
ing larger facilities for games, promenades, drives: and natural 
beauty, should be so distributed as to be within walking distance 
of every house in the eity.. And then there should be the great 
parks—real ‘woodlands, further out'and far away from city life, 
where all the charm and geauty of the country life may be found. 

, Streets should be thoroughly systematised into residence 
streets, wider residence boulevards; commercial streets for heavy 
driving and the great arteries of traffic that lead from centre to 
circumferencé, And then there sHould be a splendid boulevard 
coripassing the whole city and touching all its scenic beauty’ and 
points of interest. Sufficient to say that street architecture is an 
exact science for which a paragraph in this article is wholly in- 


adequate. 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Probably no more important question enters into the problem 
of the Ideal'C ity than that of Public’Health. If the statistics of 
absolutely needless and wholly preventible disease and’ death 
were kitown, the result would jead those who think to wonder if 
we have as yet emerged from barbarism. Public Health should be 
a recognized public responsibility. 

There should be the wisest law to begin with. And these laws’ 
should»be ditected toward two results; first, the highest. possible 
medica] standards and the outlawry of imposture; and ‘second, 
the segregation and prevention of disease, and medical treatment 
for those who cannot pay or do not know how to» choose, . The 
medical profession should be recognized and quackery and fads 
either eliminated altogether or kept within proper limitations. 

But an equally or even more important’ cansideration is 
the segregation of: cantagious diseases and proper medi- 
cal. treatment for those who aré unable to pay for it: Inthe 
matter of médical ser'vicé the poor should fare equally well with 
the rich, and only the most competent medical attention should be 
permitted at all. And so great Should be the public concern on 
this subject that the poor man who is strickén’ down with’ Con- 
sumption, is immediately taken charge of by the city, and ‘his fam- 
il provided for, if necessary, by public benevoletice, properly ap- 
plied. All of thisis but suggestive of what a proper system of 
medieal legislation and inspection will provide. And these sug- 
gestions are well within the limit of what moré than one Old- 
World city has already demonstrated. 

THE CURSE OF POVERTY. ate 

Nomore cruel and merciless foe to happiness stalks.the earth 
than poverty. Just let this one item of statistics be consitered? In 
the year 1906 more than five thousand persons died from starva- 
tion in the city of New York—most of them.women and. children. 
And all of this awful suffering and death might have been pre- 
vented, if when New York was young, someone had just thought. 

Poverty is a result of relative personal inefficiency, but the 
cruelty of it always falls on the defenceless. There is no poverty 
in Edmonton now and need never be if the people of Edmonton 
will do this: Provide in time, large public industrial institutions 
for both men and women. The work offered must be of the sim- 

lest; such as sawing wood and breaking stone for men, and sew- 
ing and laundry work for women. 

While these institutions will ve profitable they must not.be 
conducted with that idea. Then though a proper ond _ suifliciont 
inspection department, and police co-operation, let every “penni= 
less man and every woman in need, be compelled to go to these 
institutions, where shelter, food and labor are provided in just 

roportions. And as for the chi.dren—when once a eommunity 

earns to think about the helpless little ones, enough and to sparé 

will always be ready for them. 
ETHICAL AND COMMERCIAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

In addition to these more vital problems there follows the 
more refined issues of public architecture, tivic art, educational 
and ethical institutions, public amusements; and then such more 
serious questions as commercial supervision—a system of public 
inspection which keeps the unpractical man within the limits 
which public safety requires; and all manner of questions which 
the health, happiness and prosperity of the community will sug- 

est in due order. All of this is not a subject for a short article, 


ut for a volume. é 
THE “WHY” OF ARTICLE 8, 

And now only this remains to be said and that is why this.ar- 
ticle, which closes the series, is published. The answer is “for two 
reasons”: 

First, Edmonton may be the Ideal City, if it will, 

i Second, The Ideal City is the real purpose of the Edmonton 
ea. 

If we are to organize our factories, mills, and. mines with the 
purpose of developing the natural resources of this great count 
and producing the vast wealth that is waiting here to be dsieot: 
if we are building here a new Empire that will mean the finest and 
best expression of Western Civilization; then wé must 100k be- 
yond, and fix a purpose large enough and worthy, .enough. to.-in- 
spire the patriotic spirit of a great nation, and rally the best gen- 
ius and couragé and sentiment of the whole world into a nation 
building campaign. This is Edmonton’s opportunity. And to claim 
it, Edmonton has only to‘choose for its future “The Ideal City.”

The raliway policy, Mr. Rutherford 
said, he did not intend to criticize ce 
commend until the premier had pre- 
sented the details to the house, He 
was willing to wait till the proper time 
when the railway policy would be 
brought down. He did not find fault 
with the government for not giving 
details early in the session as he had 
himself in the session of 1909 with- 
held ‘particulars of his railway policy

He. deplored the fact that the Cana- 
dian Northern and Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific railway companies had failed to 
live up to the agreements made with 
the government in 1909 to have certain 
lines completed by the end of 1911.

The policy of Premier GBifton regard- 
ing natural resources was open to the 
objection, in Mr. Rutherford’s opinicn, 
that it did not go far enough, In 
writing Sir Wilfrid Laurier and R. L. 
Borden, Mr. Sifton had not asked for 
as much as he might have. If he got 
all he asked, the Dominion govern- 
ment weuld retain the good lands and 
the province would get only the bad 
lands, The Dominion government 
should also be called on to abolish 
the exemptions from taxation enjoyed 
by the C.P.R,

Resolttion Unanimously Carried Cal- 
ling for Application of General 
Merchandise Bill of Landing to Live 
Stock Shipments 


Toronto, Dec 10—After an all day 
meeting and the fullest discussion by 
representations from the live stock 
shipping interests all over Canoda, a 
committee composed of one represen- 
tative from each province and one 
from each interest connected with the 
shipment of live stcek was appointed 
to meet the representatives of the | 
railway companies at 10 o'clock on 
Monday morning, their line of action 
being suggested by the following reso- 
lutiem which was carried unanimously: 
‘That the conditions of the general 
merchandise bill of landing should 
apply for the transportation of live 
stock, adding thereto such further 
conditions as counsel may think pre-e 
per in regard to the nature of the 
traffic, Coupled with this it should be 
made clear that the carriers must @X- 
ercise due care in the handling of such 
shipments, or, in other words, counsel 
to see as far ag possible that the rail- 
ways are net relieved fram liability in 
the negligence.”
